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LOWER SALES TAX, 
NEW INCOME PLAN 
START THURSDAY 


New laws will go into effect July 
1 affecting all Uplanders. 

The sales tax will be 2% per 
cent instead of three per cent. 

July 1 also brings the start of 
the “pay as you go” income taxes. 

The reduced sales tax was voted 
by the state legislature. Under 
the revised schedule no tax is 
collected on sales from one cent 
to 14 cents. A tax of one cent 
will be collected on sales from 
15 cents to 59 cents; two cents 
on sales from 60 cents to 99 cents, 
and one cent on each subsequent 
40 cents. 

Money from the sales tax is 
used by the state to help provide 
funds for distribution by the state 
to the school districts. The tax 
was reduced during a tax-reduc- 
tion campaign in the legislature. 

The “pay-as-you-go” income tax | 
plan will also get started this | 
week as the result of recent Con- 








gressional action providing for 
“deductions” from pay checks. 
The deductions will be made after 
personal exemptions are figured. |
